From the Amft.Cour. and Gaz. dated Jan. 20 and 21. 

Turin, Jan. 1. The 24th of laft Month the Prin- 
cefs Louifa of Soiffons, Sifter of Prince Eugene of 
Savoy, arriv’d here, and was receiv’d with great 
Refpect by her Nephews and Nieces ; the was con- 
ducted. to the Lodgings fitted up for her in the 
Prince of Carignan’s Palace ; whence fhe went to 
the Court, to make a Vifit to his Royal Highnefs 
our Duke, who weleom’d her on her Arrival with 
great Expreffions of Affection and Efteem. The 
25th the Count of Caftel-barcothe Imperial Mini- 
fer, went with 2 Coaches and a great Retinue to 
Gourt; and thence accompanied his Royal High- 
nefs to the Cathedral of St. John, where the Co- 
lours and Standards taken from the Enemy are 
hung up. 

Turin, Jan. 5. The Count of Caftel-barco, his 
{mperial Majefty’s Envoy extraordinary, has had 
his publick Audienccs of his Royal Highnefs and 
Family ; and the jth Inftant, Mr. Chetwind her 
Majefty of Great Britain’s Envoy extraordinay, is 
to have his. Prince Eugene of Savoy is expected 
here the roth or 12th Inftant. 

From the Leiden Gazette, dated Jan. 21. 

Letters from Francfort of the 16th Inftant im- 
sale that the Prench caufe a great Quantity of 

read to be bak’d at Thionville, Mets, and Saar- 
Louis, for the Troops they expect to come up to 
Alface from Flanders ; that they give out the Mar- 
fhal de Villars is to return to Strasbourg from the 
French Court by the Middle of February ; that the 
Eletor of Bavaria is expected there from the Ne- 
therlands, with his own Troops and thofe of Spain ; 
and that their Defign is to begin the Campaign very 
early in Germany, and to penetrate to Bavaria. 

From Bruffels of the 17th tis advis’d, that the 
French have perfected Part of the Lines they be-. 
gan this Winter, that is to fay from Maubeuge to. 
Villers, and along the little River Trouille to Mons ; 
and are working on the remairiing Part along the 
River Haine: That they are eftablifhing great Ma- 
gazines of Provifions and Forrage: That it was ru- 


mour'’d they defign to fend up all the Spanifh Troops - 


to the Rhine ; and that the Elector of Bavaria will 
march up thither in Perfon, with his own Troops, 
in hopes to make a great Diverfion and open him- 
felf a Paffage to Bavaria. 


Hague, Jan. 21. King Auguftus's Minifter bere, 
has receiv’d Order from his Mafterto defire the 
States to interpofe their good Offices with the King 
of Sweden, that the People of Saxony which are 


too much opprefs'd may have fome Relief. The 
Prefident for the Week of the Council of State, ro 
whom the faid Minifter deliver’d himfelf verbally on 
this Subject, excus'd himfelf with all Civility from 
making a Report to the Council of what was faid 
to him, alledging the States gould not well inter- 
meddle in fuch Affairs. Hereupon ’tis expedted the 
faid Minister will prefent 2 Memorial in Form to 
the States. As for the Troops offer’d by his Matter, 
there is Ground to believe England and Holland will 
agree to take them into their Service. The D.of Wir- 
‘temberg is defirous to fucceed P. Lewis of Baden in 
the Command of the Army of the Empire : And ‘his 
Minifter who very lately went over to England, is {ups 
pos'd to have Orders o follicic that Court in bis 
Favour: ’Tis generally allow'd that the Duke of 
Wirtemberg has great and heroical perfonal Quali- 
ties, bur ‘tis apprehended there are many Obftacles 
to the Advancement he feeks: The principal are, 
the Meafures that have been already taken to pro- 
cure that Command for Prince Eugene of Savoy ; 
which Affair has been very maturely weigh’d here, 
and the States after fome private Conferences with 
the Minifters of England and Triers, have writren 
about it to the Imperial Court. It being probable 
there will be lefs Difficulty made of it by that 
Court, than by Prince Eugene himfelf, - General 
Dopf has been fent for from Maeftricht to receive 
Inftructions for going to his Highnefs to perfwade 
him to accept of the Command in Queftion : Gene- 
tal,Dopf arriv'd here Yefterday ; and ‘tis talk’d he 
is to contrive to meet Prince Eugene in his Way 
from Italy to Vienna. It being apprehended thar 
Prince will nor embarras himfelf with the Command 
on the Rhine, becaufe there never are Magazines, 
_Artillery, nor Ammunition, provided there as they 
ought ; Endeavours will effectually be us’d to make 
him eafy on that Head. Four of the Circles of the 
. Empire being to affemble ar Hailbron the laft Day 
of. this Month, the Count de Rechteren is nomi- 
nated to go thither, to endeavour to ronfe the Em- 
‘pire out of their Supinenefs : He is chofen for this 
Office, not only for the Sake of his Capacity, bur 
becaufe he is well known throughout thofe Circles, 
and in the Courts of the Princes that are Members 
of them, Advice is come from Rome, that the 
Partifans of the Bithop of Ofnabrug having mov'd 
the Pope to referthe difputed Election of Munfter 
to a 2d Congregation, his Holynefs has exprefs'd 
himfelf unwilling to comply with their Requeft, 
having been inform’d it would be a thing without 
Example: In the mean time the Imperialifts make 
high Demands on the Ecclefiaftical Territories. 
Letters from France of the 17th Inftanr, tell us ic 
‘was own'd at Court they had Advice trom Spain, 
that a general Officer had been drawn int6 an Am- 
bufh in Arragon by the Miquelets, who kill'd 1200 
of his Men. ~ -

day Fan, 3. It being moved that the 4 Protefts given 
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in he former Sederant by the Duke of Atholl, the 
Fart of Buchan, Geotge Lockhart of Carnwarth and 
Walter Stewart, ought not to be infert in the Mi- 
nutes, nor to be printed ; after fome reafoning 
thereon, theEarl of Marchmont gave in a Proteftation 

againft the {aid 4 Prorefts, and took Inttrumtents 

thereupon, and adhered thereto ; and after long 

reafoniig thereon, the further debate was adjourn’d 

till nexc Sederunt of Parliamensr. Then the Par- 

liament was adjourn’d till co Morrow. 

Minutes of the Proceedings in Parliament, Thurf- 
day Fan. 9. The debate mentioned in the Minutes 
of the laft Sederunt was refumed, in Relation to 
the 4 Proteftations given in the 7th Inftant by the 
Duke of Atholl, the Earl of Buchan, George Lock- 
hart of Casnwathy, and Walter Stewart; and in Re- 
lation to another Proteftation againft che fame, given 
in the laft Sederunt by the Earl of Marchmont. ’ 
And after reafoning, the Lord Balmerino gave ina ' 
Proteft againft thac given in the former Sederunt by 
the Earl of Marchmont, and cook Inftruments there- 
uponand — adhered thereto: And after fome further 
debate it was agreed, chat none of the faid Prorefts 
be. infert at Length in the Minutes, or printed, but 
that they be all reearded and infert in the Records 


of Parliament. Then the 3d Paragraph of the 22d 


Article of Union beginning thus, And that if Her 
Majefty on or before the fifi Day of May next, &e, 
And ending with thefe Words, nd that Parliament 
may continue for fuch Time only as the prefent Parlia- 
ment of England might have continued if the Union 
of the ewo Kingdoms had not been made, unlefs fooner 
diffolued by Her Majefty, wastead ; aad after reafon- 
ing thereon, it was moved to add the foilowing 
Claufe thereto, viz. dnd that the faid Parliament of 
Great-Britain fhall meet and fit once in 3 Years at 
beaft im that Part of Great-Britain now called Scot- 


dand. And after fucther debate, there were 2 States 


ofa Vote offered, the firft in thefe Terms, Approve 


sbe 3d Paragraph of the 22d Article or not, and the 


fecond in thefe ferms, Add the above Claufe or not 3, 
and afcerreafoning which fhould be the Srate of the 
Vote, it was put to the Vote firft cr fecond. And 
it was agreed that the Members Votes hall be mark- 
ed, and that the Lift of their Names as they Yore 
be printed and recorded ; and the Lord Chancellor 
was allowed to have his Name printed and recorded 
asa Voter for the firft Staté, and if that thall carry 
as voting among the Approvers ; then the Vote was 
pur firft or fécond, and it carried firft ; thereafter 
the Vote was put, apptove of the 3d Paragraph of 
the 22d Article or not, and it Carried approve: 
Then the reft of the 22d Article of Union was read ; 
and after fome reafoning and reading of the Oaths 
to which it relates; an Overture was given in for 
an Additional Claufe for explaining the Word Li- 
mitation mention’d in the Oath appointed to be 
taken by Stat. 13. W. 3d. Cap. 6. And an Overture 
was given in, for exempting Petfons in any Office 
or Employment in Scotlatid from taking the Oath 
of Abjuration mentioned in the faid Article. Anda 
3a Overture for x Claufe, That fo long as the AG 
appointing a facramental Teft fhall continue in Force 
in England, all Perfons in publick Truft within the 
Limits of Scotland fhall fwear and fign a Formula 
thereto fubjoyn'd in Manner and under the Penalties 
sherein mentioned. And after reading the {aid 3 
Overiures and ceafoning thereon, 2 Vore was ftared, 
approve of the 22d Article of Union as explain'd 
or not. But before voting it was agreed, that not- 
withftanding of the faid Vore, and that the Article 
thall be thereby approven, it thall nevetchelefs be in- 
tire and free thereafter to proceed on the faids Over- 
tures next Sederuns of Parliament, and to the Par- 
liament to give their Sentiments thereon. Atd it 
being thereupon moved to delay the Vote for ap- 
roving the Article till next Sederunt, a previous 
Wei was ftated, proceed or delay ; and 1c caried 
roceed : Then the Vote was ftated approve or not ; 
~ before voting it was agreed, that the Members 
Votes be marked, and that the Lift of their Names 


as they vote be printed and recorded, and the Lord.
